FRENCH PLANES MOST STABLE. 

The French artillery planes, which are being used for training purposes, have twin engines and 
great widespreading wings, giving them wonderful stability, although when otcasion requires they 
can side-slip and stall in a fashion that would fill the ordinary fighting scout with envy. The trip 
which the correspondent made in one of these over the artillery camp and school revealed a wide 
sweeping range of beautiful hills and valleys. The American zones of fire stretch for miles in 
parallel tracks and are filled with splendid natu ral targets, which for the purposes of observation 
and direction of fire have been designated and mapped as enemy battery positions, machine-gun em- 
placements, dugouts and strong points of various sorts and descriptions. An old dead tree, stark, 
but outstanding in an otherwise verdant landscape, is known as Eiffel Tower.” The American 
| ranges teem with most of the sights and sounds of actual battle while officers and men work with an 
| earnestness and which could not be surpassed on the firing line itself. Scores of German pris- 
oners employed about the camp on various construction work are getting a striking first-hand im- 
pression of what American participation in the w ar may yet mean to their country. 


VALUE OF THE FRENCH GUN. 

In beginning the fulfillment of its contract with Washington, the French government ios sup- 
plied the American artillery units with the latest output of the famous seventy-fives, which, it is gen- 
erally conceded, is the finest light field piece the world has ever known. It corresponds with and 
takes the place of the old three-inch gun in the American army. The French have also supplied the 
Americans with six-inch howitzers—a gun of great power and accuracy which corresponds to the 
noted German 5.9, probably the most effective weapon in the entire German gun list. 

The Americans have been quick to master t he details of the French . 
them now as if they had been friends of many years standing. Under the watchful supervision of 
a splendid old French major, who speaks English as if it were his own tongue, they have taken 
down and reassembled the two types of guns with which they have been training, so that the most 
minute detail of construction and the particular use of each part, no matter how small, has become 
thoroughly known. The mastery of artillery, on the whole, is a matter of months rather than 
weeks and there still remains much even for the first American contingent to learn. 


THE AIRPLANE SERVICE. 
The work of co-operation with balloons and aicplanas The 
airplane service has attracted many of the brightest young men of the artillery, who are practicing 
now to qualify as observers. The American chief of artillery in France recently gave each officer of 
the lower grades an opportunity to indicate his preference in any special branch of artillery work. 
It is striking evidence of the spirit of the expeditionary force that an overwhelming majority ex- 
pressed the desire to become airplane observers, which is the branch of the service holding undoubt- 
edly the greatest hazards.

MORE RIOTING 
IN ARGENTINA. 


German Business Houses ore 
Wrecked by Mobs. 


Count Luxburg Slips Back to 
City Under Guard. 


Many Persons Injured when 
Police Charge Crowds. : 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. F.] 

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 18.— 
Thousands of persons congregated 
tonight along the Avenidas Mayo 
and Florida in an attempt to or- 
ganize another anti-German demon- 
stration and demand a rupture of 
relations with Germany. Acting un- 
der the orders of President Irigoyen, 
however, squads of mounted police 
were sent out to maintain order. 
They frequently charged crowds that 
endeavored to assemble, using their 
sabers freely. Many citizens were 
injured and a number of policemen 
also received hurts. 

The crowds raided news stands of 
editions of the German newspaper 
La Union and also took copies from 
newsboys in the streets and made 
bonfires of them. 

The activity of the police during 
the evening prevented large crowds 
from concentrating at one point in 
the city long enough to do serious 
damage. 

President Irigoyen has given per- 
mission to Count von Luxburg to re- 
main in Argentina for a brief period 
so that he can arrange for this de- 
parture without serious inconven- 
lence, and has assigned an officer of 
the army te act as his aide. 

The President has expressed him- 
self bitterly against the anti-German 
demonstrations in Buenos Aires and 
the riots of yesterday and has or- 
dered the Chief of Police to begin 
immediately the prosecution of the 
police captains of the three down- 
town districts where the disturb- 
ances were most serious, on the 
charge of failure to obey orders. 

The rioting which began late yes- 


terday in an anti-German demon- 
stration continued throughout the 
night. Every German business 


house and restaurant in the down- 
town district was wrecked. The Ger- 
man Club and several other bulld- 
ings were damaged seriously by fire. 
The police wounded seven rioters 
seriously when they fired into the 
crowd. Three of the injured are ex- 
pected to die. 

At first the crowds ‘were so un- 
manageable that the police closed 
all the streets leading to the German 
Legation and Consulate. The 
archives in these buildings were tak- 
en to the storage vaults for safe- 
keeping. Firemen, armed with rifles, 
prevented the mob from destroying 
the offices of the German  Trans- 
Atlantic Company, which supplies 
the city’s light.

NEARLY FIFTY MILLIONS 
FOR CITRUS FRUIT MEN. 


Proceeds 


to Growers from Fifty-four 
Thousand Carloads. 


REAKING all records, Califor- 
nia’s crop of citrus fruits for 
the year ending August 31, last, 
aAmounted to 63,830 carloads, valued 
at $67,600,000. California fruit 
growers received $47,675,000 from 
the sale of their crops. 

These figures are contained in the 
annual report of G. Harold Powell 
of the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change, which has just finished the 
most successful year in its history. 

The exchange increased its busi- 
ness by 28 per cent. over that of the 
best previous season, shipping 36,- 
218 carloads of fruit to the eastern 
markets and bringing back $33,611,- 
900 to the shippers who are mem- 
bers of the exchange. There were no 
losses .due to uncollected debts, in 
spite of the large volume of busi- 
ness. 

During the season, members of 
the exchange shipped 69 per cent. of 
the total crop, amounting to 15,492,- 
990 boxes of citrus fruits. The sell- 
ing cost was reduced by co-operative 
methods to 4% cents per box. In 
addition, the exchange spent in ad- 
v 2% cents for every box of 
oranges shipped and 4 cents for ev- 
very box of lemons sent to the mar- 
kets to increase the consumption of 
citrus fruits and thus make way for 
the increasing production. 

BIGGEST OF CROPS. 

The crops of southem navel and 
Valencia oranges and lemons were 
each the largest ever produced in 
California. To take care of this in- 
créase in fruit production. the ex- 
change. sold fruit during the past 
season to 200 additional jobbing 
houses ahd marketed the California 
fruits in ninety-five additional cities, 
as compared to last year. K 

There was A steady demand for 
California citrus fruits last season, 
according to the report, due to gen- 
eral prosperity. The shortage in 
Florida fruit shipments also caused 
an increased demand for the Cali- 
fornia product. 

California fruit growers set a rec- 
ord by supplying 71 per cent. of all 
the lemons consumed in the United 
States and Canada during the past 
season. 

The supply of Am n-grown 
oranges will be very light next year, 
according to the report, as the com- 
ing crop in Florida is short because 
of a freeze last winter and the sup- 
ply of California navel and Florida 
oranges will fall off this year. The 
lemon crop also will be short dur- 
ing the fall and winter, except in the

The 
By-products Company, which was or- 
ganized to turn unmarketable lem- 
ons into other products, used 5100 
tons of lemons, which otherwise 
would have been wasted, 
manufacture of citric acid and 
products.

Several safeguards for protecting 
citrus fruits have been worked out 
by experts of the exchange. It is 
planned to equip all refrigerator cars 
with floor racks or false floor. Cars 
equipped with floor racks will carry 
fruit without freezing through much 
lower temperatures than the ordi- 
nary car and also will refrigerate 
better when shipments are trans- 
ported under ice. The field depart- 
ment of the exchange has put into 
effect measures for the elimination’ 
of “brown rot,” from which Orange 
county shippers have suffered 
heavily in past years.

Touching upon the of 
Supervisor Richard H. Norton and 
his virtual request to Gov. Stephens 
for reappofntment, made public yes- 
terday, local attorneys last night 
drew attention to the fact that this 
programme, provided Gov.

The get-out, get-in-again plan, if 
carried out, would also relieve Nor- 
ton from the embarrasament due to 
the Appellate Court’s recent addi- 
tional ruling that he is a “holdover” 
official by reason of his fauure to 
qualify for the office upon his re- 
election last fall. This ruling makes 
it impossible for Mr. Norton to col- 
lect the $5000 yearly salary now pro- 
vided for Supervisors—he must be 
content with the $7000 stipend which 
obtained when he was first elected.

PRISON IN BAD SHAPE. 


The first official report that has 
come from the new management of 
the State Penitentiary indicates that 
that “uplift” institution, assumed to 
have been run for the especia! moral 
and physical well-being of its in- 
mates, in itself had lapsed into poor 
material condition during the five 
years of Democratic administration.
